A program is being started which, if carried 
out, would cost the state of California $16 0,- 
000,000, for the prfv ention of floods, and to 
reliev e the great central v alley lands of the 
« tate. 


i ”iis i« based upon the known figures that 
~2 per cent of the annual rainfall, or water 
crop of California, lies within a 28 per cent 
area of the state, north of a line drawn east 
and west through Sacramento. 
A great por­ 
tion of this water, formed by snow and rain, 
tinda its wav v ery soon into the sea. without 
any v alue to the soil, and in some cases, a 
great detriment. 
W hile this is true, in counties like Madera, 
Fresno, Tulare, Kings and Kern, fertile lands 
are rev erting to desert because of the lack of 
water, 
it is proposed, in order to solv e this 
problem, that great dams be built by the state, 
hy dro-electric power dev eloped, and that the 
benefitt©d 
country , and the benefitted people, 
shall pay bacK to the state the cost of the 
enterprise. 
This facit, k is contended, would 
justifv the state, as a whole, in backing up this 
bond issue. 
Otherwise, H would probably be 
impossible to get the immediately unbenefitted 
portion of the state to v ote to help the needv 
section. 


In tact, n would be an inv estment by the 
rest of the state to bring great sections of 
California 
the desert, believ ing that in 
the end it would be a good inv estment for the 
state, the money for which would not onlv lie 
returned, but the added rev enue from reclaimed 
and would be consta ntly beneficial in the Tears 
to come.
